2. By inserting in line twenty (20) after the words “state, to” the fol-
lowing: “originate loans secured by real property or leasehold, as the
10 federal housing administrator insures or makes a commitment to insure
11 pursuant to title II of the national housing act, and may obtain such in-
12 surance and may”.

This Act being deemed of immediate importance shall be in full
force and effect from and after its passage and publication in The Fairfield
Ledger, a newspaper published at Fairfield, Iowa, and in The American
Citizen, a newspaper published at Des Moines, Iowa.
